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(b) This order shall be implemented con-
sistent with applicable law, subject to the
availability of appropriations, and shall termi-
nate 3 years from the date of this order.

(c) As used in this order, the term “agen-
cy” has the meaning set forth for the term
“executive agency” in section 105 of title 5,
United States Code, excluding the Govern-
ment Accountability Office.

(d) This order is intended only to improve
the internal management of the executive
branch and is not intended to, and does not,
create any right or benefit, substantive or
procedural, enforceable at law or in equity
by a party against the United States, its de-
partments, agencies, entities, officers, em-
ployees or agents, or any other person.

Notice—Continuation of the
National Emergency With Respect to
Sudan

November 1, 2005

On November 3, 1997, by Executive Order
13067, the President declared a national
emergency with respect to Sudan pursuant
to the International Emergency Economic
Powers Act (50 U.S.C. 1701-1706) to deal
with the unusual and extraordinary threat to
the national security and foreign policy of the
United States constituted by the actions and
policies of the Government of Sudan. Be-
cause the actions and policies of the Govern-
ment of Sudan continue to pose an unusual
and extraordinary threat to the national secu-
rity and foreign policy of the United States,
the national emergency declared on Novem-
ber 3, 1997, and the measures adopted on
that date to deal with that emergency must
continue in effect beyond November 3, 2005.
Therefore, consistent with section 202(d) of
the National Emergencies Act (50 U.S.C.

1622(d)), I am continuing for 1 year the na-
tional emergency with respect to Sudan.

Message to the Congress on
Continuation of the National
Emergency With Respect to Sudan

November 1, 2005

To the Congress of the United States:

Section 202(d) of the National Emer-
gencies Act (50 U.S.C. 1622(d)) provides for
the automatic termination of a national emer-
gency unless, prior to the anniversary date
of its declaration, the President publishes in
the Federal Register and transmits to the
Congress a notice stating that the emergency
is to continue in effect beyond the anniver-
sary date. Consistent with this provision, I
have sent the enclosed notice to the Federal
Register for publication, stating that the
Sudan emergency is to continue in effect be-
yond November 3, 2005. The most recent
notice continuing this emergency was pub-
lished in the Federal Register on November
2, 2004 (69 FR 63915).

The crisis between the United States and
Sudan constituted by the actions and policies
of the Government of Sudan that led to the
declaration of a national emergency on No-
vember 3, 1997, has not been resolved. These
actions and policies are hostile to U.S. inter-
ests and pose a continuing unusual and ex-
traordinary threat to the national security and
foreign policy of the United States. There-
fore, T have determined that it is necessary
to continue the national emergency declared
with respect to Sudan and maintain in force
